BURSLEM ST JOHN 


Burslem [Pirehill] (St john the Baptist) was a dependent parochial curacy in the patronage of the 
rector of Stoke-upon-Trent then John Mainwaring c1605-1692. John Stevenson c1601-1673 
continued as parochial curate here in 1660 (having previously been presbyterian minister). The 
parish contained three townships - Burslem, Hulton and Sneyd - which lay in two constablewicks. 
Burslem and Sneyd lay in Tunstall constablewick whilst Hulton lay in Hulton constablewick.

BURSLEM (St. John the Baptist), a market-town and parish, forming, with Wolstanton, a poor law 
union, in the hundred of North Pirehill, N. division of the county of Stafford, 21⁄2 miles (N. E.) from 
Newcastle, 19 (N.) from Stafford, and 151 (N. E.) from London; containing, with the lordship of 
Hulton-Abbey, the hamlet of Sneyd, and the vill of Rushton-Grange or Cobridge, 16,091 inhabitants, 
of whom 12,631 are in the township of Burslem, which includes Longport. In Domesday book this 
place is named Barcardeslim, but in subsequent records Burewardeslyme, signifying, according to 
the best opinion, "a bower or dwelling near the Lyme," in allusion to the Lyme woodlands which 
formerly separated Staffordshire from Cheshire. It has long been celebrated as the seat of the 
earthenware manufacture. Dr. Plot, in his Natural History of Staffordshire, published in 1686, first 
noticed it as such; but it is supposed, with great probability, to have been entitled to this distinction 
from the Saxon era, if not from the time of the Roman dominion in Britain. The abundance of coal 
which the parish and neighbourhood yield, was, no doubt, a primary cause of the establishment of 
the business here, as it still continues to be the mainstay and support of it. The manufactures, 
however, did not acquire any celebrity, and were wrought altogether from the native clays, till after 
the commencement of the eighteenth century, when the finer clays of Dorsetshire and Devonshire 
were introduced. Josiah Wedgwood, who was born here in 1730, and commenced business about 
the year 1756, advanced the pottery wares to a higher degree of perfection and importance; and 
since his time the manufacture of porcelain has been established, which now occupies at least one- 
fourth of the industry and capital of the district. The Grand Trunk canal, which passes through the 
parish, and has a branch up to the town, has tended greatly to advance its prosperity: that work 
was commenced near Burslem in July, 1766, and completed in 1777. The town is for the most part 
situated on a gentle eminence, and contains several large manufactories of imposing appearance, 
and some handsome villas and residences within its immediate vicinity. An act of parliament was 
obtained in 1835 for regulating the market, establishing a police, and lighting the streets. The 
town-hall, which stands in the centre of the spacious market-place, was erected by subscription in 
1761, and is a handsome building, lately improved. The trustees of the market erected near it, in 
1836, at an expense of about £5000, a large covered market for butchers and other traders, which, 
standing isolated in the middle of the town, and being faced with stone, and adorned with an 
elegant Doric portico, has a very ornamental appearance. Markets are held on Monday and 
Saturday, and four fairs annually. A stipendiary magistrate and a general system of police for the 
parliamentary borough of Stoke-upon-Trent, in which Burslem is comprised, were introduced in 
1839. The parish was formerly one of the chapelries within the large parish of Stoke, from 
which it was separated by an act passed in 1807, and made a distinct parish, comprising 
about 3000 acres, of which nearly one-half are tithe-free. The living is a rectory not in charge; 
patrons, the Representatives of the late William Adams, Esq. The tithes have been commuted for 
£400, and a payment is made to the incumbent of £68 from the rectory of Stoke; a handsome 
parsonage-house was built in 1827. The church is a small brick building erected in 1717, with an 


ancient tower of stone. An additional church in the later English style, dedicated to St. Paul, and 
capable of holding 2000 persons, was erected by the Parliamentary Commissioners, in 1831, at an 
expense of £10,000, towards which £2000 were contributed by the parishioners and others: it 
stands near Longport, and has a cemetery of three acres. The living is a district perpetual curacy; 
net income, £109, with a house; patron, the Rector of Burslem. A district church has been erected 
at Cobridge; and an ecclesiastical district has been formed of the hamlet of Sneyd and part of the 
township of Burslem, under the act 6th and 7th Victoria, cap. 37. There are places of worship 
belonging to Baptists, Independents, Kilhamites, and Primitive and Wesleyan Methodists. A free 
school was founded by John Bourne, Esq., in 1748, and endowed with a house and a small farm; a 
national school, near the parish church, was erected in 1817, at an expense of nearly £2000, and 
one contiguous to St. Paul's, in 1835, at a cost exceeding £500. The poor law union of Wolstanton 
and Burslem is under the care of 16 guardians, eight for Burslem and eight for Wolstanton, and 
contains a population of 32,669: the union workhouse is at Chall, about two miles from Burslem, 
and is a very capacious structure. [A Topographical Dictionary of England (1848]

Isaac Keeling M.A. (Vicar of Wolstanton, Staffs) 1605-1679 

Keeling, christened on 15 Sep 1605 at Newcastle, was first son of Ralph Keeling of Newcastle, 
Staffs gentleman 1582-1650 and Elizabeth Yardley dau of John Yardley of Grobershill, Staffs. He 
studied at Oxford where on 31 Oct 1623 he was a student at Magdalen Hall and matriculated. At 
Oxford he graduated B.A. on 9 Mar 1626.7 (M.A., 9 Jul 1629). On 18 Dec 1631 he was ordained 
deacon by Lichfield, on 19 Feb 1632 ordained priest by Oxford pro Lichfield and on 2 Oct 1633 
licenced as a preacher by Lichfield. By 1638 probably after presentation by the rector of Stoke- 
upon-Trent then John Mainwaring c1605-1692 he was in office as parochial curate of Burslem. 
From 5 Feb 1643.4 he continued here as compliant minister. Before 8 Dec 1643 he was presented 
as vicar of Wolstanton by the Staffordshire Parliamentary Committee at about the same time as 
Richard Shelley c1599-p1645 was presented to the same office by Ralph Sneyd of Keele, Staffs 
Esquire c1612-1650. Shelley appears to have served as de facto vicar and (from Feb 1643.4) de 
facto compliant minister until about Sep 1645. That month Keeling appears to have resigned at 
Burslem and was in office as compliant minister at Wolstanton being confirmed in office by the 
Staffordshire Parliamentary Committee on 11 Dec 1645. Apparently a committed presbyterian he

signed the Staffordshire testimony of Jul 1648 and that year certified the fitness of many candidates 
for the ministry. About Sep 1660 he continued here as de facto vicar. On 26 Jun 1662 after 
presentation by William Sneyd of Keele, Staffs Esquire c1614-1695 he was instituted as vicar. In 
1665 the vicarage was valued at £40 pa. In 1665 he did not certify the hearth tax but was assessed 
twice at Wolstanton - for 8 hearths and 3 hearths "att the Viccaridge". Still in office he died, aged 
about 74, and was buried here on 15 Aug 1679. His administration was granted under Lichfield on 
3 Sep 1679. His personalty was valued at £28/0/10 and included "the deceaseds Librarie £6/8/4". 
Keeling married on 23 Aug 1636 at Wolstanton to Ann Brett (d 1683) dau of John Brett of Keele, 
Staffs Esquire c1567-1628 by whom he had 3 sons and 4 daughters. On 7 Apr 1663 Keeling 
certified his family's entry in the heraldic Visitation of Staffordshire although they were not 
officially entitled to bear arms. On his death administration of his goods was given to two of his 
creditors.

to the order to us directed, and that they give an accompt to us of the Surplusage or such as we shall apoynt when they shall 
be thereunto called And further they are required to take care that no injurie be done to the buildings upon or belonging to 
the said Vicarage. [Order book of the Staffordshire Parliamentary Committee 1643-1645 in SHC 1957 p291] 

On 13 Sep 1645 Shelley complained to the committee for plundered ministers that the vicarage had been wrongly taken 
from him by and upon a presentment of his patron's delinquency. On 11 Dec 1645 the said committee decided that Ralph 
Sneade of Keele, esquire did not present Shelley until after his estate had been sequestered for delinquency and that Shelley 
had himself expressed great malignancy against Parliament; therefore it confirmed the appointment of Keeling as vicar and 
ordered him to preach diligently to the parishioners there. Walker states that he was ejected by the Staffordshire 
parliamentary committee; no doubt on receipt of instructions from the aforenamed committee. [1915] 

On 11 Dec 1645 the said committee ... confirmed the appointment of Keeling as vicar and ordered him to preach diligently to 
the parishioners there. ... granted by the committee for plundered ministers in 1646 an augmentation of £20 pa out of this 
impropriate rectory sequestered from Rich /? recte Ralph] Snead esq., delinquent and farmer thereof under the bishop, as 
this vicarage was worth but £40 pa. Signed testimony in 1648; frequently certified the fitness of candidates for the ministry

John Stevenson M.A. (parochial curate of Burslem) c1601-1673 121 
Stevenson, born about 1601, is of unknown parentage. He studied at Cambridge where in Jul 1620 
he was a pensioner at Christ's College and matriculated. At Cambridge he graduated B.A. in 1623.4 
(M.A., 1627). On 23 Sep 1627 he was ordained deacon and on 21 Dec 1628 ordained priest (both) 
by Lichfield. By 1639 he was parochial curate of Horton and from 5 Feb 1643.4 may have continued 
as compliant minister. He probably resigned from Horton before 5 Oct 1645 when he was 
appointed compliant minister of Burslem. In early Jun 1660 he continued here as de jure parochial 
curate and, by An act for the confirming and restoring of ministers (13 Sep 1660), was confirmed in 
office. He subscribed to The act of uniformity on 26 Sep 1662 (33 days late). In 1665 he certified 
the hearth tax for Hulton constablewick (which lay in Burslem parish) but was assessed on 2 
hearths at Chell (in Wolstanton parish) in Tunstall constablewick. Still in office he died, aged about 
72, and was buried at Burslem on 2 Jan 1672.3. His will - in which he is styled "of Great Chell in 
Wolstanton clerk" - was proved under Lichfield on 28 Jan 1672.3.

“Dour James Irvine" This vicar of Leigh was one of the most unsuccessful. He got across so many of 
those whose souls the bishop had entrusted to him that they openly disturbed his divine service by 
repeated interruptions. Some seceded and built Pennington church, where they could worship in 
their own conforming peace. In 1846 there had been trouble over the church bell ringers and Irvine 
turned them all out. The occasion of the visit of Queen Victoria in October 1851, when she was 
routed through the parish was an opportunity seized by the vicar's very persistent enemies to put 
him into an awkward light. Letters were addressed to him requesting that on the Thursday and 
Friday after 7 October the church bells should ring a royal welcome. Irvine replied yes, if by the 
ringers appointed by himself. His enemies said it would be a disgrace to let these ring in such an 
honour and begged him for once to act in harmony with his parishioners. The bells were silent; the 
reason given was that Mrs. Irvine was ill and the noise would have disturbed her. The vicar's 
wealthy enemies attacked him by a broadsheet, a fragile copy of which is in Warrington Library. 
Irvine's wife died in June 1852, aged 72. By July 1856 he had married again. The value of Leigh in 
1864 had been much improved by leases and coal rents; it then stood at £270. [INTERNET]
